Chances 
are, Morgan did not 'knox more than the rating types and that 
tlley wkre :i. crassz, -_ -- _._ 1~ 1926 th2y vould have been in all 
probability the orF:ina.l type strains (which originated from 
Xarrero, Louisiana) i Sees this see2 a reasonable conjecture, 
aixl tally with your r2collection of ev2nts?
